BROUGHTON, a chapelry, in the parish of Eccleshall, union of Stone, N. division ofthe hundred of 
Pirehill and of the county of Stafford, 51⁄4 miles (N. W. by W.) from Eccleshall. This place is in the 
Woodland Quarter ofthe parish, so called from its proximity to the bishop's woods and the ancient 
forest of Blore. Broughton Hall is an ancient mansion, ofthe Elizabethan era, surrounded with 
plantations, clumps, and shady spreading trees, particularly sycamores. The living is a perpetual 
curacy; net income, £129; patrons, the family of Broughton. The chapel is a small neat building, 
with an ancient stained-glass window. [A Topographical Dictionary of England (1848)] 


Parish History 
On 1 Sep 1633 BROUGHTON CHAPEL was consecrated. It served as a private chapel to the 
Broughton family and (probably) as a chapel-of-ease to ECCLESHALL. In 1885 (or earlier) it 


became a parish. 


In 1924 CROXTON was combined with BROUGHTON to become BROUGHTON-CUM- 
CROXTON (later known as CROXTON-CUM-BROUGHTON).

Description of Church (St Peter) 


The church, was built in 1630-4 (at the expense of Thomas Broughton of Broughton in Eccleshall, 
Staffs Esquire c1586-1648) to designs by ARCHITECT and consecrated 1 Sep 1633.

William Shaw M.A. (rector of Mavesyn Ridware) c1617-1672 106 
Shaw, born about 1617, was a son of Ralph Shaw of Sandbach, Cheshire yeoman. He was educated 
at Sandbach. He studied at Cambridge where on 12 May 1635 he was admitted as a sizar at 
Pembroke College and matriculated. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1638.9 (M.A., 1642). Shaw 
was likely ordained deacon and priest before 1643. On 5 Feb 1643.4 he may not have been in an 
office. In 1648 he may have been - unsuccesfully - presented by John Agard as ?compliant minister 
of Mavesyn Ridware. By 3 Feb 1651.2 he was in office as ?compliant minister of Broughton but it is 
undiscovered how long he continued in office. In a lawsuit of about 1659 Shaw claimed to be the 
rightful minister of Mavesyn Ridware. Although his claim was not upheld at law he seems to have 
caused the existing presbyterian minister Richard Swinfen 1630-1691 to coercively resign about 
Jun 1660. In early Jun 1660 Shaw may have continued at Broughton as de jure parochial curate but 
had likely left office before 7 Sep 1660 when he was instituted rector of Mavesyn Ridware. He 
subscribed to The act of uniformity on 1 Aug 1662. On 23 Jan 1663.4 he was collated prebendary of 
Lichfield Pipa Parva. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Mavesyn Ridware constablewick and 
was assessed on 4 hearths. On 17 Feb 1666.7 after presentation by Mary Offley 1622-1718 by right 
as widow of John Offley of Madeley esquire c1619-1658 and their son John Offley of Madeley 
esquire 1651-1688 he was, plurally, instituted rector of Mucklestone. Still in all his offices he died, 
aged about 55, on 16 Nov 1672 and was buried on 18 Nov in the chancel at Mavesyn Ridware. His 
administration was granted under Lichfield on 19 Apr 1673. His personalty was valued at £265/4/0. 
Shaw married about 1643 to Catherine Broughton c1618-1689 dau of John Broughton of 
Whittington in Eccleshall gentleman c1594-1659 by whom he had 2 sons and probably 2 daughters. 
Bryan Shaw (rector of Barthomley, Cheshire) c1649-1699 was his older son and John Shaw (rector 
of Mavesyn Ridware) c1652-1710 was his younger son. Ann Shaw - wife of Josias Deane (parochial 
curate of Armitage & Pipe Ridware) c1638-1697 QV - was probably his older daughter.
